2 FREIGHT  ON  BULLION  AND  COIN. 

From  July  1,  1898,  to  February  1, 1899,  the  cost  of  transporting  gold! 
bullion  from  the  mint  at  Denver  and  the  assay  offices  at  Helena,  BoiseJ 
Seattle,  Deadwood,  St.  Louis,  and  Charlotte  to  the  mint  at  Philadel-] 
phia  was  $44,392.90,  while  the  amount  appropriated  for  freight  on  bul-l 
lion  between  the  mints  and  assay  offices  by  the  bill  making  appropria-i 
tions  for  legislative,  executive,  and  judicial  expenses  for  the  fiscal  year 
1899  was  only  $25,000,  making  at  this  date  an, existing  deficiency  of 
$19,392.90. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  transporting  gold  bullion  deposited 
at  the  institutions  above  enumerated  to  the  mint  at  Philadelphia  fod 
conversion  into  coin,  from  February  1,  1898,  to  June  30,  1899,  will 
approximate  $25,000.  There  is  now  on  hand  at  the  United  States* 
assay  office  at  New  York  City  $75,000,000  in  gold  bullion,  and  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  Treasury  for  gold  coin  it  will  be  necessary  toll 
transport  to  the  mint  at  Philadelphia  at  least  $30,000,000  of  this  sun 
during  the  current  fiscal  year.  The  cost  of  transporting  this  amouifi 
will  be  $12,000  at  the  contract  rates.  In  view  of  the  facts  above  stated 
it  is  recommended  that  you  will  submit  an  additional  estimate  o 
$10,000  to  supply  the  deficiency  in  the  appropriations  for  freight  oi 
bullion  between  the  mints  and  assay  offices,  which  will  increase  tin 
amount  necessary  to  be  appropriated  for  this  purpose  from  $45,000  u 
$55,000  for  the  current  fiscal  year.
